This Curry Watch reports that no less than two 
Balti Houses have been closed down by court 
order in a move which will alarm curry fans 
everywhere. In Buxton, High Peak magistrates 
backed a decision to close the Chapel Balti 
house after evidence of rat infestation on the 
premises. Rats were found in the cellar, kitchen 
and in a basement food store. In addition, 
toilets and kitchen were not kept clean and 
Cloths used to wipe surfaces came into contact 
with food.

The closure came after health officials gave 
Butt several months to clean the premises but 


this is what parents look at.

return. The good news for curry fans is that 
after extensive refurbishment, the Tabaq 
Tandoori Balti has now reopened its doors to 
the delight ofall genuine fans ofethnic quisine. 

Another Balti House owner, this time in 
Bristol has been fined £1,000 plus £330 costs 
forthe smell which emanated from his shop via 
her kitchen extractor system and which entered 
neighbouring shops. Rahana Begum admitted 
failing to comply with two nuisance abatement 
notices issued by the council’s Environmental 
Health Department. 

Curry Watch happens to know that there are 
entire districts of England in which the smell 
of curry pervades the air.

One of the biggest news stories last 
month was the Countryside Rally in 
Hyde Park, London. The protestors 
fromthe countryside went tothe capital 
to demonstrate their opposition to the 
proposed fox hunting bill. Never- 
theless, this wasn’ tthe only issue being 
protested since country people had 
correctly worked out that the real issue 
_ was not fox hunting but the threat to 
their whole way of life — and that they 
ought to hang together or assuredly 
they would hang separately. 

To illustrate the point, last year 
216,000 hunted with hounds but more 
than 4 million took part in rural sports 
including shooting and fishing —all of 
which are under threat. In addition, 
many went to protest atthe government 
banning guns themselves. _ 

In the event, at least 100,000 people 
went to Hyde Park — more than the 
92,000 who protested the Poll Tax in 
1990. These people were there because 
the issue goes beyond hunting. They 
felt disenfranchised; under attack by 
an urban majority ignorant of rural

values, traditions and beliefs. What 
they wanted was recognition and 
understanding. 

Into the park of 100,000 went the 
BNP.

KINGS NORTON WARD, BIRMINGHAM 


The new South Birmingham group 
of the party led by Lee Windridge, 
and not Jeffrey Astbury as reported 
in July BN, have got stuck in very 
quickly with Nigel Deering standing 
for election in the Kings Norton 
ward of south Birmingham. Kings 
Norton has not been contested by 
the party before and the ward fell 
outside the Birmingham Northfield 
constituency the party contested in 
the General Election. 

Wards in Birmingham are three 
times the size of wards in London 
and with little notice of the election, 

_ by the time the party was ready to 


campaign in the area, a scant two 
weeks was available. With 17,000 
addresses in the ward, the party 
was always going to be pushed to 
leaflet the whole ward. Even so, the 
number of leaflets put out by the 


‘group was inadequate. All BNP 


groups and branches must be 
realistically able to leaflet the whole 
of their target area. Nevertheless, 
South Birmingham is a new group 
and allowances can be made 
particularly in respect of the 
keenness of candidate Nigel Deering 
and the willingness to try new ideas. 
One of the reasons for lack of 


leafleting was that the group spent a 
lot of time and effort into making up 
placards to attach to lampposts in 
the run up to the election. Organiser 
Lee got the permission of the relevant 
authority, paid a returnable fee and 
slapped up more than fifty placards 
in time for the election. The result, 
given a low turnout and very little 
leafleting was nearly 2 per cent of 
the vote. Not brilliant, but not bad 
either for a first outing and very 
little leafleting done. 

The full results are: Labour 1,731; 
Conservative 700; Lib-Dem 184; 
BNP 50 which came to 1.9%. 


Unlike the election in Kings Norton, 
a tremendous amount of work was 
put into Moorfields ward, with leaflet 
teams out throughout the week and 
at weekends pounding the streets, 
leafleting and canvassing. The BNP 


candidate was party stalwart Victor - 


Dooley who deserves a lot of credit 
for his perseverance and ‘never say 
die’ attitude. 

From the start, it was apparent 
that there was a tremendous feeling 
against Labour and that local people 
would be voting anti-Labour. The 
by-election had been caused by the 
suicide of the sitting Lib-Dem 
councillor who had switched to 
Labour just before his death. 
Speculation that his ex-colleagues 
were going to leak the details of his 
homosexual lifestyle were never 
confirmed.
